Tae judgment delivered by Acting 
Chief Justice Saowden’ in the Vice 
Admiralty Court hereon the 8th Janua- 
ry with respect to the steamship Com- 
monwealth is one likely to excite some 
amount of attention. It was delivered 
on a petition preferred by the 3rd‘ En- 
gineer and a fireman’ on board the steam- 
ship to recover wages from the timo of 
their discharge (the validity of which 
they disputed) up tothe calculated time 
of their arrival-at a port-in the United 


Kingdom, and also the expenses of their. 


passage home, their hospital expenses, 


and the cost of their subsistence at the, 


Sailor's Home, The articles. signed by 
the petitioners. stipulated for a voyago of 
two years’ duration,.terminable before 
the expiration of that time by thé return 
of the vessel to. England. After arrival 
in Hongkong, the ‘petitioners, being ill, 
were sent to the Civil Hospital’ on the 
Slat August and remained there until 
the 25th October, when they were dis- 
charged ctred, They then went to the 
shipping ofiice, and there: for the first 
time learned that they bad been dis- 
charged and that their wages up to tho 
time they left the ship had been paid. 
The vessel had then left for Yoko- 
hama, On the steamship~ returning 
to Hongkong the petitioners tendered 
their services to the master, but they 
were refused on the ground that tho 
men had been discharged from. the 
vessel, ; ; : : 
_ Mr Lording, in charge of the Mercan« 
tile Marine Office, gave evidence to the 


, [effect that the. usual routine had been 


followed in the discharge of the petition- 
ers, They had been discharged under 
sections 185, 209 and 210 of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, and the certificates 
referred to under section 203 (3) had 
been granted, Their wages, paid up to 
thé time of their discharge, were, he said, 
credited to the Board; of Trade and ap- 
plied as far as they went to the payment 
of their hospital expenses and passage 
home, the Board of Trade paying the 
balence, It-was his duty to, protect the 
Board of Trade, ; 

.. The right of the master to’ discharge 
the two men (morely paying their wages 
up tothe date of their discharge) on 
proper certificates of their inability. to 
proceed on the voyage, which had been 
duly obtained in this case, was not appa. 
rently disputed, The chief point at 
issue was whether_all the: formalities 
required by the law had “been observed 


"| on this occasion in the‘ diachargo of the 


men. Mr Lording, as will be seen from 
the precis of his evidence, seemed to be of 
opinion that-they had ; the Acting Obief 
Justice came to a different decision, in 
giving judgment for the petitioners, al- 
though His Lordship added that ho wad 
not free from doubt in’ the matter, and 
he would be glad to prant a re-hearing of 


| the case before the Ohicf Justice on his 


arrival in the Colony, - The Acting Chief’ 
Justice held that sections 170 to 176 
regulated the discharge of seamen and

might give the masters or owners of veq- 
sels a considerable amount of trouble, 
Then, again, supposing thatthe seaman 
was suffering from’ small-pox or some 
other contagious ‘or infectioua disease, 
he shipping officer and master might 
find.a visit to the hospital, to obtain the 
man’s signature, a rather dangerous pro- 
ceeding. ~The Board of Tradé requires a: 
certificate from an unbiassed medical 
practitioner, and gurely the asbippin, 
master, supplied with this certificate, 
might besatoly empowered to dischurge 
& man who was too ill to attend the 
office.”

THE SEAMEN’S STRIKE AND THE 
CHINESE QUESTION. . 
(Sydney Morning Herald, Doo, 23.) 
The strike of the A. 8, N, Company's 
‘sSeamen has assumed larger dimensions, and 
hns led to active measures on the part of 
the labouring élassos againat Ohineso im- 
portation or immigration, The actual 
dispute between. the seamen and the A, 8, 
N. Company has been almoat lost sight of 
in the large question of @ general Introduo- 
tion of Chinese, which trades unions have 
done their best to persuade the people is 
only a matter of time, and taust result in 
the complete exclusion of Enropoano from 
the labour market,- unless the threatened 
evil is at ones nipped in the bud, Following 
out this ides, public mectings have been 
held in Sydney, and in various. towns in 
the interior, and resolutions, disapproving 
of ony inflax of Chinese into the colony, 
have been paesod, with othera, which have 
lauded the action of the seamen in breaking 
thoir agreomenta with ‘the A. 8. N, Com- 
pany, and leaving their sbips, as that of 
men who were leading in the yan of.a great 
struggle against the liberties nod distinotive 
British character of the Australian | poople 
being deatroyed by the introduction of an 
alien and inferior race. This has given the 
strike an importance which it does not 
deserve ; and, so far, tho seamen havo been 
well supported by subsoriptions from trade 
gooioties and portions of the general public 
in New South Wales and in the neighbour- 
ing colonies. At present there is little 
prospect of any termination to the dispute 
between the men and the company. An 
effort at mediation, made by represontatles 
of the Hight-hour Conference of the Iron 
Trades and the marine engineers employed 
by the company, failed in consequence of 
the company’s directors declining to depart 
from theterms of- an ultimatum they had 
forwarded to tho men, requiring them to 
return tothelx work, and agreeing that in 
the event of their doing so the whole ques- 
tion of the employment of Chinese by the- 
company shonld-bs submitted to arbitration; 
and now it ia unlikely that any sottlemont 
of the dispute will be arrived at, as the 
company have sent to Hongkong for 300 
more Chinamen:to man their boats, and it 
is understood that the Chinameh are on 
their way bere, If these Chinamen aro 
placed on board the A. 8S, N. Company’s 
steamers, thero will of course be no room 
for the Europeans who are on atrike,.and 
probably the men will then look for. an in- 
creased agitation agaizist Chinese coming | 
here, and to obtain employment will be 
drafted off by their leaders to other ports. 
But the end of the matter ig not near, and 
circumstances have occurred recontly which 
indicate that ‘the “agitation and ‘struggle 
fnay not be conducted in the most poaceable 
way. With a view to secure what labourers 
they could for working upon their wharf, 
the A. 8. N, Company advertised for men, 
and offered liberal wages, board and lodg- 
ing, and protection. Very soon they had 
offers from more men: than they required, 
and as far as regatda discharging and load- 
ing the two or three steamers for which the 
company had Chinese crews, the wharf 
quickly ssaumed something like the old 
busy appearance. This greatly incensed 
the men on strike and their sympathizers ; 
and though. the officers of the Seamen’s 
Tnion have from the commencement of the 
strike counseled peace and. good order, 
numerous assaults have been committed on 
the ** blacklegs” as they are called, and on 
one occasion there was 9 demonstration 
against them so like a riot that extraordinary.
